SUBJECT: Immigration and Naturalization Service (INS) Guidance
Regarding “Public Charge”

This Management Bulletin disseminates guidance from the Immigration and Naturalization
Service (INS), Department of Justice, intended to address public concern and to clarify which
benefits noncitizens may receive without negative immigration consequences.

The receipt of benefits under the United States Department of Agriculture, Food and Nutrition
Service (FNS) Programs, including the Special Supplemental Nutrition Program for Women,
Infants and Children (WIC), Food Stamps, the National School Lunch and School Breakfast
Programs, and other supplementary and emergency food assistance programs, will not result
in an individual being considered a public charge. Income maintenance programs that will be
considered for public charge purposes include Supplemental Security Income, Temporary
Assistance for Needy Families, general assistance programs for income maintenance
purposes, and programs (including Medicaid) supporting aliens who reside in an institution for
long-term care.

Participants in child nutrition programs are not required to repay or terminate program benefits
in order to adjust their immigration status. If children or family members born in the U.S.
participate in child nutrition programs, it will not affect the immigration status of other family
members. Also, since there is no public charge test for naturalization, participation in child
nutrition programs will not affect an application for naturalization.
